There never was a time in the history of this country when 


the air was so full of so-called reform as it is today. Organ- 
izations and movements for making the world better multiply 
with such rapidity that it is impossible for the ordinary person 
to keep in-touch with the various efforts for the betterment of 
social, industrial and moral conditions. There is, so to speak, 
a veritable tornado of reform and the air is filled with shout- 
ing,; arguments and "proofs" to an extent which is confusing 
and even tiresome. 


An honest desire to improve conditions is to be respected 


and all should be ready to lend a hand to every movement 
which promises to leave things better than it found them. 
But in such a fury of reform as prevails today there is danger 
of overlooking some of the things which are essential to 
progress, and of scattering efforts that ought to be concen- 
trated. One result is a great deal of agitation and noise, with 
less substantial accomplishment than there would be with less 
commotion, a more careful study, of underlying causes and a 
real desire to eliminate existing evils rather than to occupy the 
limelight and achieve personal conspicuousness to be utilized 
in the columns of the magazines or on the lecture platform. 


Senator Lodge of Massachusetts in an address a few days 


ago before the Harvard Alumni Association touched upon this 
phase of present-day life in a manner that should command 
attention. He referred more particularly to those who are at- 
tempting to make "someone other than ourselves virtuous by 
process of law." This is only another way of staling what 
this paper has many times asserted, that there is too much leg- 
islation. It appears to be believed by many that the passage 
of a law is sufficient for the removal of any evil, but that such 
is not the case has been demonstrated so many times that it 
seems strange that such numbers should still cling to the er- 
roneous theory. Mr. Lodge spoke of how this tornado of re- 
form has even assailed the constitution of the United States, 
and reminded his hearers that great questions are not'to be 
settled by wild denunciation of existing wrongs in govern- 
ment, all of which are curable by law under the constitution if 
curable at all by government action. 


And many social reforms would be accomplished much 


'sooner if the leaders would begin at home instead of trying to 
sweep up the other fellows with a tornado of reform.
